In response to the Office Action dated May 22, 2007, having a period for 
response to which extends through August 22, 2007, and pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.111, reconsideration and allowance of the present application are respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 1-22 are pending. In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 
1-22 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly not being patentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 7,000,027 to Hensbergen in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,665.304 to Beck et al. 
{"BecIC). Applicant traverses this rejection. 

Applicant's claim 1 broadly encompasses the exemplary embodiment 
illustrated In FIG. 1, which Includes first client (CI) 160, second client (C2) 162, 
network 170 and system 100. System 100 includes a switch 110 and a plurality of 
servers.
